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LEFT LA CEIBA on Monday 
Yq afternoon, April 11, 1960, for 
my first convention in Hon- 
duras. This proved to be quite a 
trip. I arrived in San Pedro Sula 
and spent the night there with Rev. 
Paul Cooper, who is the superin- 
tendent of the Assembly of God 
work in Honduras. We had a good 
evening of fellowship, even though 
he had just returned from a trip 
and was tired and exhausted. Tues- 
day was spent with our native pas- 
tor and her husband, Brother and 
Sister Matamoras. I preached for 
them, and even though it was rain- 
ing hard outside, the Lord blessed 
us greatly inside with His showers 
of blessings. 
Wednesday morning I left San 
Pedro Sula to go to the interior. 
We traveled by bus from 8:30 a.m.

until about 2:00 p.m. Arriving at a 
little village called El Entrado, I 
took a truck to San Antonio, a 
settlement twenty or twenty-five 
miles from the main road. It seemed 
to me that this was the end of the 
trail; but, no, this was only the be- 
ginning. I left San Antonio riding 
on the back of a mule; my two suit- 
cases and five lanterns were on the 
back of another mule, and a native 
walked alongside to show the way. 
We plodded along at a mule’s pace 
(these mules are very slow), and 
about 6:00 p.m. we stopped at a 
house for food and shelter. The 
hotel bill amounted to forty-five 
cents in American money for the 
two of us. Of couse, we had only 
beans and tortillas for supper and 
the floor for a bed; but what can 


- you expect for forty-five cents? 





We left that place at daybreak 
the next morning and began to 
earnestly climb the mountains. Up, 
up, and up we went. It had rained 
during the night and the trail was 
so wet, slippery, and boggy that at 
times the mules could hardly take 
another step. I had to keep kicking 
my mule to get him to move on. 
Finally I felt so sorry for him that 
I quit kicking him. When I thought 
about Balaam and his mule, I was 
afraid that if I kicked my mule 
too much, he might react as Ba- 
laam’s did. 

At 8:30 am. we arrived at 
Paraiso, a little native village in 
the mountains where the telegraph 
line ends. I took this opportunity 
to send a telegram to my wife and 
children telling them that I was 
still living and on my way. Here 
we ate our breakfast—more beans 
and tortillas and very sweet black 
coffee made directly from the bean. 
Even though I don’t like the coffee, 
it is the best way to get your water 
boiled. 


About 9:00 a.m. we got back on 
the trail. Very soon we met two 
young men going to the convention. 
Later we stopped for a very re- 
freshing bath in the river and were 
soon on our way again. Every hour 
or sO we were joined by others who 
were going to the convention. Soon 
our group numbered about thirty 
people. About 10:30 a.m. we arrived 
at a fork in the trail. Here I had 
to say good-by to my guide and 
two mules. They were taking the 
other path to the guide’s home. This 
man had walked all morning long 
and about two hours the day be- 
fore while I rode his mule, but he 
wouldn’t charge me a cent. He said 
that he was a creyente (believer) 
also. I later learned that he attends 
our church in his village. 

Before starting up the trail, we 
heard an airplane motor. Looking 
to the left of us, I recognized the 
little M.A.F. (Missionary Aviation 
Fellowship) Piper and knew that 
Josue B. Rubio and Vessie D. Har- 
grave were on their way. We di- 
vided the lamps and _ ‘suitcases 
among those present and began to 
walk. We walked from 10:30 a.m. 
to 3:30 p.m., going up one moun- 
tain and down into the valley, then 
up the next mountain and down 























into the next valley. We had to 
stop many times because of sheer 
exhaustion, and the sun was so hot 
it seemed that we would cook. At 
3:30 p.m. we came to the top of a 
ridge, looked over the valley to the 
next ridge, and there about a mile 
away was our destination—Nueva 
Armenia. 


(It is hard to realize that there 
are people in the world who have 
never seen a car; but many of the 
grown men of Nueva Armenia have 
seen them only in pictures, and 
they have seen only a few air- 
planes fly. The people had never 
seen a plane on the ground until 
Josue Rubio opened an _ airfield 
about two hours from Nueva Ar- 
menia.) 


We stopped a little while to wait 
for the stragglers and the breth- 
ren began to sing. I began to cry. 
I was so tired; my legs were stiff 
and it did not seem that they 
would move another step. I cried 
because I was so happy to see my 
destination. I had started on Mon- 
day at 1:30 p.m.; it was Thursday, 
4:00 p.m., and I still had a mile to 
go. Someone brought me a mule 
and I rode the last mile. God knows 
when you have gone about as far 
as you can go and will always 
send help at the right time. The 
next three and a half days, how- 
ever, repaid me for all of these 
hardships that I had to go through 
in order to get there. 


WHEN I ARRIVED, the 
convention seemed to be in full 
swing. I could hear Brother Josue 
B. Rubio, Overseer of the Spanish 
Church of God in Honduras, 
preaching. The people were giving 
forth their amens, hallelujahs, and 
gloria a Dios—all the praises that 
let you know Church of God peo- 
ple are having a good time serv- 
ing their God. 

One of the greatest sermons 
preached during the convention, 
was delivered by Brother Vessie D. 
Hargrave, Superintendent of Latin 
America, entitled, “The Perils of 
Pentecost.” This dealt with false 
tongues, fanaticism, false baptisms 
and false prophets and prophecies. 

I could not cover all the con- 
vention, but I must say that there 


> was a wonderful time of fellowship 


in the minister’s meetings. One spe- 
cial meeting was set aside for sac- 
rament and feet-washing and this 
was a lovely service. One of the 
ministers had no shoes at all. Al- 
though he cried and begged to be 
excused because he said that his 
feet would be too dirty, Brother 
Vessie washed his feet. We all got 
a blessing here. 

One other thing that might be in- 
teresting to you people back home is 
that for this convention there were 
about four beefs killed, possibly 
three hogs, and many chickens. 
Huge quantities of tortillas, beans 
and coffee were prepared. (There 
were about 600 or 700 people in 
attendance.) 

On Friday night after the mes- 
sage, the people got in such a spirit 
of prayer that they just didn’t stop. 
All night long I would wake up and 
hear them still praying, singing 
and shouting the praises of God. 

Sunday was a busy day. First, 
there was the sunrise service. Then 
we all went to the river where 
Brother Hargrave spoke on “Water 
Baptism.” Brother Josue Rubio 
then led his thirty-one candidates 
into the water and baptized them. 


Then twenty-two mothers and fa- 
thers lined up with their children, 
and I dedicated the children to the 
Lord. 

At 12:05 p.m. Brother Vessie, 
Brother Josue, and I mounted our 
mules to begin a race against time. 
We were to be at the little landing 
field at 2:00 p.m. in order to meet 
Brother Don Berry of the Mission- 
ary Aviation Fellowship. We ar- 
rived just five minutes ahead of 
time, and immediately we heard 
the motor of the little MAF. 4- 
place Piper as it came over the 
mountain. 

As we left, we passed over the 
convention grounds. The natives 
had formed a human square and 
inside it, two circles. We couldn’t 
ask them what it was supposed to 
mean, but somehow, I believe they 
were saying, ““Good-by, missionaries. 
God bless you for coming.” 

We probably will never know the 
actual results of the convention, 
but we feel sure that there were at 
least fifty that received the bap- 
tism of the Holy Ghost. For this we 
are grateful to God. I can truly say 
that this convention was among the 
greatest that I have ever attended.

one for which I am sincerely grate- 
ful. 

Many persons seem to have the 
idea that a stirring song must be 
born out of some personal tragedy, 
heartache or disappointment. I 
feel, however, that this is a mis- 
taken impression. Many of my songs 
were written in a gay mood when 
I was extremely happy and the 
Lord, I think, was laughing with 
me. God blesses us in many differ- 
ent ways. There are times when our 
hearts overflow with happiness and 
God gives us “joy unspeakable and 
full of glory.” At other times our 
hearts are filled with sadness, yet 
we find God gives us a great 
blessing through our tears. 


Even though many of my songs 
have been “happy songs,” the song 
that has been my favorite through 
the past few years was, indeed, 
born out of personal heartache and 
confusion.

Through some provocation he de- 
cided to play our quartet’s record- 
ing of “My Humble Prayer.” The 
sound of the record playing went 
on for an hour. When the fright- 
ened mother finally got help to get 
into the room, the young man was 


kneeling at his bedside, crying out 
to a loving God for forgiveness for 
the life that he had led. You can 
imagine the great joy in that 
household when God washed away 
his sins and gave him a peace in 
his heart such as the world can 
never give. He created in that boy 
a new life, full of meaning, and 
worth living to the fullest—for God. 

Yes, I am indeed grateful to be 
appointed one of the Lord’s com- 


posers “My Humble Prayer,” like 
many others I have written, is a 
song for which I have been doubly 
blessed. First, I was blessed of God 
when I wrote it, for one cannot 
yield himself to God and allow God 
to use him to give His message to 
mankind without receiving a great 
blessing. Second, I was again blessed 
when this song was returned 
to me—with a soul that had been 
united with the King.

HIS IS A study and not the 
} avowed conviction of the 
writer, that the antichrist 
will emerge out of the Soviet Re- 
public of the Communist regime. 
This article is presented as a school 
of thought, and Bible scholars will 
do well to study Russia and other 
world powers as a possibility. We 
are the children of light; therefore 
we should not allow that day to 
come upon us unaware. 

In our studies we have stressed 
the religious findings that Roman 
Catholicism holds no predominant 
political sovereignty that is not 
surpassed by other world religions, 
that religion and manner of life 
of the antichrist will be of his own 
origin, and that the man of sin will 
oppose all that is called God or 
worshiped. We have pointed out 
very vividly that the Roman Cath- 
olic Church accepts the doctrine 
of the Trinity, while we have many 
religions that do not practice the 
faith of the heavenly deity. 

It is readily conceivable in the 
study of the prophecy of Daniel 
that the antichrist kingdom is po- 
litical and that he is destined to 
emerge out of the feet and the 
ten toes of the image vision. It is 
made absolute that the kingdom 
will be a world order of the gentile 
dominion, ruled over by the anti- 
christ and his false prophet. The 
little stone is Jesus Christ, and He 
will fall upon the feet of the image 
at His return to earth as King of 
Kings and Lord of Lords; breaking 
the gentile dominion under the 
order of the antichrist to pieces. 

The little stone hewn out of the 
great mountain of God will grow 
into a mountain of power and fill 
the whole earth during the mil- 
lennial kingdom of Christ. 

It is true that John referred to 
Rome as the seat of Satan, but 
it was a symbolic term used during 
the Dark Ages relative to the Per- 


gamos church age. True it is also 
that Jerusalem will become the 
seat of Satan and the hole of 
devils and every foul spirit during 
the great tribulation. Satan him- 
self will be the giver of his seat or 
throne unto the antichrist. He of- 
fered the same seat unto Jesus 
Christ, and the false glory of the 
earthly kingdoms of all the world, 
if He would fall down and wor- 
ship him as the antichrist will do. 


ABOUT AD. 862, the 
first line of rule was established in 
Russia, and in the tenth century 
the divided tribes were united by 
the spread of Christianity. As early 
as 1240 the first divisional revolu- 
tion in a mild manner came to 
Russia. This resulted in splitting 
the tribes into various ruling re- 
gimes, therefore dividing religion. 
The rule of dukedoms continued 
and was later in 1785 known as 
Dukhobors, a Russian religious 
order. In the year 1898, because 
of persecution of this religious sect, 
thousands migrated to Canada. 


Russia remained devoted to her 
traditional life until the reign of 
Peter the Great, 1682-1725. Russia 
was established, and under Peter’s 
rule the first aggressive attempt 
was made to extend the territorial 
rights, aimed at westernization. In 
1762-96 Russia had expanded her 
territory to include parts of Poland, 
and in 1809 the territory included 
Finland. 


The major revolution came in 
March of 1917 under the leader- 
ship of Lenin. The revolution broke 
out in Petrograd, known as Lenin- 
grad. This phase of the revolution 
forced Nicholas to abdicate, and 
later he was assassinated. A par- 
cenary provisional regime was set 
up under the leadership of radical 
revolutionary doctrines. In Novem- 


‘ber of 1917 came the second phase 


of the revolution that resulted in 
the Communist regime rule. How- 
ever, the Communist government 
did not succeed in gaining complete 
control until 1920. 


COMMUNISM is an 
atheistic movement originating in 
the mind of socialistic Karl Marx, 
a German Jew. Marx and his 
friend, Friedrich Engels, designed a 
policy of doctrine called the Com- 
munist Manifesto, published in Lon- 
don, England, in 1848, advocating 
revolutionary measures. 

Nikolai Lenin, leader of the 
Russian revolution, followed in the 
doctrine of Marxism and became 
the founder of the Soviet Republic 
under the Communist regime. 
Lenin died in 1924 and was suc- 
ceeded by Joseph Stalin. 

Marx opposed all religion. He, 
like his successor Lenin, opposed 
religion basically because of his 
socialistic and atheistic doctrine. 
Lenin, following the pattern of 
Marx, required the members of the 
Communist Party to renounce re- 
ligion, including the Russian Orth- 
odox Church. All religious property 
was confiscated, including church 
buildings valued at one and a half 
billion dollars. Several hundred 
chapels, monasteries, and convents 
were closed. 

This part of history blends in 
with Rome in 1771, when the Italian 
government confiscated all the 
land of the Roman Catholic 
Church. What can happen in Rome 
can happen any place on earth. 

The Communist Party is the 
fastest growing government regime 
on the face of the earth. The 
party has moved from a member- 
ship of 300,000 in 1918 to 1,900,000 
in 1938, and now to 900,000,000 in 
1960. The U.S.S.R. is the largest 
unbroken political unit in the 
world, occupying nearly two thirds 
of the earth’s land surface stretch- 
ing from eastern Europe to the 
Pacific Ocean. 

Strange as it seems, the domin- 
ion of the Soviet Republic extends 
from the Baltic Sea, facing neutral 
Sweden, which is ninety-five per 
cent Lutheran to within a few miles 
off the Bering Strait, confronting 
the forty-ninth state of the U.S.A. 

The spirit of Communism has 
resulted in causing two powerful 
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political foes to confront each 
other: Soviet Russia with her athe- 
istic Communist Party, and the 
United States of America, a democ- 
racy of God-fearing and believing 
people. Here they stand, facing 
each other in the atomic-space 
age. 

Will Communism keep up her 
trend against the religions of the 
world? The party has succeeded in 
destroying faith in God among 
900,000,000 souls. The Communist 
Party outnumbers the membership 
of the Roman Catholic Church. 
Could this evil influence of Com- 
munism produce the cell germ of 
the antichrist kingdom? Is it pos- 
sible that Russia under Communism 
could foster ten small nations that 
would result into the ten-king do- 
minion of the man of sin? With 
her satellite nations, Russia stands 
in readiness to devour her prey, 
even the United States, if possible. 


It is reasonably assumed by most 
Bible scholars that Russia is that 
northern power that will enter Pal- 
estine under the influence of Gog 
and her prince, Magog. God will 
bury the bones of this northern 
giant in the land of Israel. The 
great Russian bear lies in Com- 
munism, hibernating beneath the 
cells of the antichrist spirit, ready 
to devour her prey. Communism 
has already captivated the red 
dragon of China. Communism is 
creeping upon the political world 
like the creeping paralysis on the 
human body. This influence of the 
antichrist spirit is a killer. South 
America has already felt the creep- 
ing giant of Communism; 
moves in like hurricane Marx, de- 
vastating all faith in God. 


Atheistic Russia denounces all be- 
lief in a supreme God; now they 
embrace the Communist doctrine 
that Jesus Christ never did exist. 
Radio Moscow, January 5, 1960, 
released the news declaring that 
Jesus Christ never existed, and 
that Christmas is a capitalistic 
plot to keep the working people 
in chains. The birth of Jesus Christ 
was purely legendary and mythical. 
The news release further stated 
that the Soviet people do not wait 
for the grace of God; they are 
guided by Marxist-Leninist doctrine 
and not by a fairy tale about God. 


Bear in mind that the antichrist 
is to oppose all that is called God. 

Where the influence of Commu- 
nism is felt, there is a wholesale 
denial of the existence of a supreme 
Creator. It is my conviction that 
modernism is a breeding place for 
the monster Communism; it is a 
reaction of unbelief in the doctrine 
of God. Religion throughout the 
world is becoming disguised in 
apostasy. If the Communist Party 
can succeed in breaking the back 
of Christianity as it has done in 
several nations, the American way 
of life and faith in a supreme God 
will fall under the power of the 
antichrist. Apostasy has creeped 
into the Pentecostal ranks, pre- 
paring the stage to deceive the 
very elect of God if it were pos- 
sible. We will soon find ourselves 
in the shoes of the Laodicean luke- 
warm church group, unless we 
awake and prepare for the rapture.

these formative years, the answers 
that he receives, whether right or 
wrong, good or bad, are the an- 
swers by which he molds his fu- 
ture. Members of the adult world 
consider children’s questions as un- 
important and insignificant. Too 
many times the child has to de- 
velop and cultivate his own answers. 
The conclusions he makes begin to 
bury themselves in his small mind. 
Consider the millions who have 
molded their ethics and moral 
standards while yet children when 
no attempt was made to guide the 
eyes of their youth. Their self- 
developed answers were too many 
times wrong and their lives ended 
up in chaos, disaster, and moral 
corruption. 

I remember attending my first 
church service. The people prayed 
fervently and sang enthusiastically; 
the saints shouted joyfully, the 
revivalist preached powerfully, and 
I was scared mightily. My first 
experience of attending church 
seemed to startle me, not because 
I thought the people were fanatical 
but because I was positively certain 
that I was directly in the immediate 
presence of the Almighty. At that 
moment I knew definitely beyond 
all doubt that dancing under the 
power of God, speaking in another 
language unknown to men, and the 
preacher’s anointing of God were 
real! Oh, it thrilled my very soul 
and made me happy all over! Since 
I did not know God, nor was I 
acquainted with Jesus, I did not 
fully grasp the meaning of the 
singing. But I was near Him and 
He was for the first time really 
impressing my soul, filling me with 
profoundness. I was responding to 
His greatness because I was feeling 
security. 

When a child or an adult knows 
nothing at all about ethics or re- 
ligion and then almost suddenly he 
is somehow brought into the 
stirring presence of God, the ad- 
venture is so extraordinary that 
his mind is secluded from his sur- 
roundings and focused upon God. 
Men’s minds are too small to con- 


ceive fully the joy that begins to | 


inhabit the soul. It is an impos- 
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sibility for anyone to explain the 
peace that the presence of God 
brings. 

The late John Foster Dulles feels 
we have lost the “great faith” and 
the “sense of moral compulsion” 
that characterized our ancestors. 
America plans for alleged defense 
and potential aggression in her 
search for security. With all the 
strength that England has, she 
tries to keep the Royal Navy ready 
to protect everything from Gibral- 
tar to Hong Kong. The Soviet Union 
trains young boys for military ser- 
vice. 

“Security” is also an internation- 
al word. The world’s security zones 
collide and clash and become zones 
of contention and conflict. We talk 
of security but are confronted with 
war. Our elaborate schemes fail. 
Blowing over every powerful na- 
tion is a blacker wind of insecurity 
and fear than ever before. What do 
we need? 

What is that thing longed for 
in the heart of a teen-ager? There 
is an answer that will conform to 
all the peoples of the universe. 
When the word “security” is not 
found one tends to take an awk- 
ward attitude and feeling toward 
life. Security is the teen-age battle 
cry! There must be Another! Our 
young people want something in 
which they can believe. If they are 
not directed to God, they will seek 
it from any pleasure-giving source. 
The age limit for crime has fallen 
to the young people and their type 
of crimes are growing worse. Such 
wild savage destruction, sadistic 
cruelty, and vicious vandalism are 
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the heart-breaking characteristics 
of our so-called civilized world. 
Something must happen. 

No, the craving for security is not 
a pretense; our hearts are bleeding 
for true satisfaction. Our lips are 
Screaming pathetic cries because 
we have such a deepening need 
and we must find the answer. Our 
temporary thrills and joys in 
pleasure seem for a little while 
to be just the perfect answer, but 
after they are past, we again feel 
that hunger within our souls. Edu- 
cators rush to and fro across the 
earth’s coverage cramming our 
young people’s heads with knowl- 
edge; at the same time, we hope 
that this will be the answer and 
will quench the thirst that comes 
from within. The world says the 
psychiatrists will calm the seas of 
problems in our lives, but even 
they fail. Our libraries are packed 
and jammed with what is supposed 
to make life happier, but the fine 
works of literature only increase 
our desires. We reach the highest 
standard of living the world has 
ever known, but this modern 
chrome-plated economy of ours is 
insufficient. 

In this sin-stricken age, our 
teen-agers cannot join the “better 
clubs” of our land lest they run 
down their morals. There is no 
limit in their desire for excitement. 
Jesus is the answer. Let our in- 
difference be shaken! Give our 
teen-agers Jesus. The power of God 
can resuscitate their souls with a 
revitalizing fire. Jesus is security; 
security is Jesus. Give them an 
eternal peace, give them Jesus!
